EISEMAN’S IS GUTTED,

Fire believed to have’. originated 
from smouldering sparks gutted the 
building occupied by the Eiseman 
store Saturday night, almost one 
week to the hour after fire starting 
in the Kress store on Whitehall, 
caused a damage in the same block 
of $1,500,000. 

The building is owned by Jokn W. 
Grant who suffered a heavy loss at 
the fire a° week ago. . Thé estimated 
damage caused by the last fire is 
placed at $325,000. It was apper- 
tioned as follows: Eiseman building, 
$100,000; Eiseman stock, $175,000; 
lL. F. M., smoke and water, $50,000.

As Blaze Endangers Block: 


Three hundred and twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars, it ig estimated, was 
Saturday night added to the $1,500,- 
000 fire loss of Atlanta which was 
suffered exactly one week previous. 


The blaze was a spectacular one, 
at one time the entire Eiseman build- 
ing being a solid roaring furnace of 
flames. Billowing clouds of smoke 
were swept all over the central part 
of the city by the night wind, and 
thousands of dancing sparks floated 
for blocks around. 

One of the largest crowds that ever 
witnessed a fire in the city was on 
hand for the second blaze. 


The fire broke out exactly at 10:10 
o’clock. Wild rumors were in circu- 
lation when the crowd gathered to the 
effect that the blaze was caused by 
an explosion. No foundation for these 
reports was reported. 


Talk of ‘buckling walls” was also 
generally indulged in by the motley 
thonsands who congregated on the rail- 
road. tracks far below the soaring 
flames, and few ventured in reach of 
the mass of fiery masonry should it

Records Kept by War De- 
partment Show That He 
Was James Askew, For- 
merly of Navy. 


NO CAUSE FOR SUICIDE, 
SAY RELATIVES HERE 


Detectives Adams and 
Hames and Plennie Mi- 
ner Insist That Man 
Was Victim of Murder. 


The lifeless body found near Lake- 


wood early Wednesday morning with 
a bullet wound through the heart is 
that of James Thornton Askew, 30 
years old, who lived with his brother- 
in-law, William T. Phillips, 146 Pul- 
liam .street, according to the positive 
identification made at the morgue of 
H. M. Patterson & Son by a sister, |

Finger Prints Made. 

The idea of making finger prints 
of the dead man was first conceived 
by Detectives Hames and Adams, 
who, with the aid of Sergeant Charles 
Lovett, of the lecal United States 
navy recruiting station, and George 
W. Burke, former army _ finger-print 
expert and now a member of the law 
firm of Hutcheson, Morris & Burke, 
made several prints of the tips of the 
fingers of the dead ian. 

These were forwarded to the war 
department at Washington for the 
purpose of learning whether he had 
ever been in the service of the army 
or navy. Saturday afternoon a wire 
was received by Mr. Burke that the 
prints undoubtedly were those of 
James Thornton Askew, who had en- 
listed in the navy, and whose local 
address was given as 144 Fulton 
«treet, his nearest relative being Mrs. 
Pearl Phillips., 

Immediately upon receipt of the 
wire from Washington, Detectives 
Hames and Adams went to the Fulton 
street address in company with a 
Constitution reporter, ‘learning that 


the Phillips family had moved to 146 ’ 


Pulliam street. Finding members of 
the family absent, they located the 
sister,-Mrs. J. H. Owen, almost di- 
rectly across the street from the 
Phillips’ home. 7 

Insist on Murder Theory. 

Upon completing the identification 
of the body, the Adams National De- 
tective agency also uncovered another 
angle upon which to work in their 
theory that the death was that of 
murder and not suicide. The very 
nature of Askew’s employment hefe 
furnished the new clue that will be 
thoroughly investigated by officers.

‘On Versailles 
‘Pact, Says Nitti 


New York, September 50.—Fran- 
cesco Nitti, premier of Italy in 1919- 
90, and noted economist, states, in 
his book “The Wreck of Europe,” 
issued today, that Europe is being 
wrecked by the treaty of Versailles 
and faces even new and more terrible 
wars. ‘The former Italian premier 
Says: : 

“If England had lost the war, or if 
the United States had been conquer- 
ed, I cannot imagine what they would 
say. about a conquering Germany 
which had Liverpool, New York and 
the principal ports and industrial cen- 
ters occupied by black savages and by 
whites clamoring for indemnities so 
high that there was no remote pos- 
sibility of their ever being sai iied. 
As the final insult to the conquered 
in the army of occupation, backward 
races are represented. Thus the most 
cultured cities 1n Europe have been 
and are under negro violence which 
has been guilty of the most serious 
crimes. 

“Victory has taken away from 
France her greatest prestige, her fas- 
cination as “a . democratic country. 
Now all the democratic races of the 
world look at France with an eye of 
distrust, some, indeed, with rancor; 
others with hate. France has com- 
ported herself much more_ crudely 
toward Germany than a victorious 
Germany would have comported her- 


self toward France. She has on foot. 


the largest atfmy in the world in front 

of a helpless Germany. She sends 
colored troops to occupy most of the 
progressive cities of Germany, abus- 
ing the fruits of Germany. 

“Germany is in a helpless and brok- 
en condition today; she will not 
make way; she cannot. But if to- 
morrow she should make way, how 
many peoples would come to France’s 
aid? 

“No one can foresee the future. To 
have conveyed great nuclei of Ger- 
man populations to the Slav states and 
especially to Poland’s to have divided 
the Magyars, without any considera- 
tion for their fine race, among them 
Rumanians, Czecho-Slovaks and_ the 
Jugo-Slays; to have used every kind 
of violence with the Bulgars; to 
have offended Turkey .on, any and 
every pretext; to have done this’ is 
not to have guaranteed the victory 
and the peace. 

“Russia, sooner or later will re- 
cover: Germany, too, will reconstruct 
herself after a series of sorrows and 
privations, and no one can say how 
the Germans will behave. 

“Unless a policy of peace and social 
renovation be shaped and followed, 
our sons will witness scenes much 
more terrible than those who have 
horrified our generation and upset 
our minds even more than our in- 
terests.”

And now the hereditary foe, the 
Greek, with a proGerman king, had 
for some inysterious reason of Euro- 
pean diplomacy been appointed Eu- 
rope’s delegate in Asia Minor. e 
Greek was in control of Smyrna, 
where, to believe the stories told by 
Mustapha Kemal Pasha’s spies, to 
believe furthermore M. Pierre Loti 
ahd M. Claude Farrere ang many 
other impartial French observers, he 
was enslaving and massacreing the 
Moslem and Jewish minorities, un- 
checked by European statesmen and 
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European public opinion. The Greek 
was being furnished an abundance of 
cash and cannon by the British; the 
Greek was advancing into the inte- 
or of Asia Minor and marshaling 
his troops to conquer first Angora 
and then Constantinople; the Greek 
had at his beck and call all the prop- 
agandists, sincere as well as merce- 
nary, and, therefore, all the sympathies 
j The Greek seemed 
sure to win. The Greek said so him- 
self, loudly and frequently! 

Gay Dinner Party. 

Thus ran the gossip, the shivery 
rumors and babblings in Angora’s 
bazars and market places. And yet 
the dinner party that same night at 
Mustapha Kemal Pasha's residence 
was very gay and very cosmopolitan. 

There was the pasha himself, tall, 
still young, good looking, narrow- 
hipped, wide-shouldered, with gray, 
rather sad, eyes, that spoke eloquent- 
ly of his Spanish-Jewish ancestry— 
for Kemal, like Enver Pasha, though 
an orthodox Moslem, is descended fom 
those noble Spanish-Jewish families 
that, given by Christianity the tol- 
erant choice between death, conver- 
sion, and exile, found asylum and 
happiness in the sultan’s domains— 
and with strong, high-veined hands, 
broad and flat across the wrist: the 
hands of an artist, a dreamer, yet, 
too those of a doer, a man who knows 
how to clout his dreams into facts, 
clearly, constructively, at times ruth- 
essly. 

At Mustapha Kemal Pasha’s right 
sat a very great British general who 
had fought the Turks in the world 
war, had been beaten and captured | 
by them, and had wound up by be- 
coming their stout champion: General 
Townsend, the hero, although van- 
guished, of Kut-el-Amara. There 
were, side by side with Turkish offi- 
cers of many races, Osmanlis and 
Kurds and Albanians and Druses and 
Jews and a _ sprinkling of Syrian 
Christians, in thefr sombre, black uni- 
forms, M. Franklin-Souillon, of the 
French cimmission, who has forgot- 
ten more about the Near East than 


| most ‘people will ever learn; Herr 


von Berg and his colleagues of the 
German mission; a brace of unclassi- 
fied, tweed-clad Americans; and A 
number of soviet officers and offi- 
cials, all suave, well-dressed, und re- 
markable linguists, led by M. Kara- | 
khan. ‘There was finally an Indian 
Moslim, a gentleman: of .ancient and 
noble lineage, who had given up high 
rank in the Brrtish-Indijan army and 
high honors conferred upon him by 
the king-emperor, George the Fifth, 
because he thought that Islam was 
in danger, that Christianity had de- 
cided to destroy the Moslem utterly, 
that it was time for Jebad, holy war. 
At that-dinner party the food was 
simple; it was frugal; for it was 
Turkish. There was no wine, Mus- 
tapha Kemal Pasha being an ortho 
dox Moslem who, in obedience to the 
Koran, not tonch fermented spir- 
its. iti music was excellent. 
It was classic European music, play- 
ed by a rather nostalgic Viennese or- 
chestra, living reminders of the world 
war's sfupendous Odyssey, since Mus- 
tanha Kemal. Pasha brought back 
from his years in Berlin where he 
studied at the imperial German war 
school after his graduation from the 
Turkish War college. the Lycee Im- 
perial Ottoman, a thorongh admira- 
tion and appreciation of European 
music. It is perhaps significant that 
Wagner is his favorite composer, and 
after Wagner, Debussy. 
Talk of War. 
The conversation amongst that cos- 
mopolitan crowd was mostly of war, 
past, future, and present, and of the 
coilings and recollings of internation- 
al politics. It was good-humored, 


even. humorous, except. for an ocea- 
sional remark, sardonic, pointed, gall- 
bitter, that. dropped from the Indian 
Moslem’s thin, ascetic lips.

birth and wealth count for nothing, 
and that strength and ability are the 
only qualifications for the service of 
the state. Even slavery has never 
been a barrier to political or military 
preferment. Often a sultan has 
stooped among the crowd, arid has giv- 
en the mantle of his own limitless 
power to soldier, janissary, slipper- 


bearer, pipe-wallah, eunuch, or rene- } 


sade, asking of him only one thing: 
Success ! 

“Absolute equality within the 
faith!’ is the dogma of Islam.—7?md 
as such that of Turkey. In a man- 
ner it is also the dogma of Ameri- 
ca and of England. But in Turkey 
the reality of it is more salient and, 
being. a wonderful attraction to the 
picked men -of inferior races who, in 
America and in England would be 
barred from high service through so- 
cial or racial prejudice, it has pro- 
vided the caliphs of the Ottoman clan 
with an endless supply of men of 
genius and ability. The history of 
the grand viziers and the great Pashas 
of Turkey is the history of men who, 
unhampered by the obstacles of hirth 
and cultivation, or social position, 
have risen by sheer force of ability 
—in war and in pence. 

Ancestry of Pasha. 
oo again Mustapha Kemal Pa- 
sha. 

He is not even of Osmanli blood. 
Born and bred in some humble quar- 
ter of Canstantinople, almost in the 
siums, he joins the army as a young 
He works steadily, persistent- 
ly, rises by sheer force of ability to 
a captaincy in the infantry, transfers 
to the artillery, then to the staff. 
He uses a year’s furlough to study at 
the Turkish war college, passes a 
brilliant examination, and is sent to 
the Berlin Kriegs-Schule. ‘The first 
Balkan war sees him a major. ‘Turk- 
ish defeat and peace finds him & 
slightly embittered, slightly disap-

does not try to\pull the wires in Con- 
stantinople. He obeys orders, goes to 
Anatolia, and trains soldiers. With 
great care, with tact and kindliness, 
yet with steely discipline, he fashions 
an army out of bearded. gray-haired 
peasants and their beardless. 16-year. 
old grandsons and sends them into 
battle to capture General Townsend 
and his ten thoussnd at Kut-el-Am- 
ara, to keep Great Britain’s subse. 
auent advance at bay for many weary 
months, to delay the British connuest 
of Palestine until his army had no 
munitions left, no airplanes. no med- 
icines, not as much as a snare band- 
age or a pair of shoes, while all the 
world was pouring supplies into the 
British war coffers.

Cloud Appears. 

The “Sick Man of Europe” was 
dead. -There was no doubt of it. 'The 
unspeakable Turk” had spoken his 
last word.

I answered 
that if the Russians counted them- 
selves among the cultured nations of 
Europe they must be ready to rally 
to the defense of these nations against 
the “yellow peril” and to fight for 
and by the side of Europe for their 
own and Europe’s existence end cul- 
ture; but that if the’ Russiatis; -on 
the other hyund, considered themselves 

siatics they would ‘anite: wtih the 
‘yellow peril,“ and, joining forces 
with it, wepld assail Europe. |The 
ezar, said L must bear this in mind 
in providing for the defense of his 
land and organizing his army. 

When the czar asked me _ what 
course I thought the-Russiats ‘would 
take, I replied: “The second.” 

The czar was outraged and wished | 
to know at once on what I based this 
opinion. I answered that my poinion 
was based on Russia’s construction 
of railwayg and on the arraying of 
the Bussian army along the Prussian- 
Austrian frontier. ‘Thereupon’ A”he 
czar protested that he and his house 
were Europeans, that his country 
and bis Ryssians would certainly 
cleave to Europe, that he would look 


tect Europe from the “yellow men.” 
To this I replied that if this was the 
czar’s attitude he must make his 
military preparations conform to °* it 
without delay. The ezar said noth- 
ing.

The able Atatesmen of Japan. of 
whom there are quite a number, must 
be in some doubt as to whether they 
ramed their country on the right 
side in the war. Yes, they will per- 
haps ask themselves whether it would 
not have been more adventageous for 
Japan to have prevented the World 
War. This. would have been within 
her. powers, had she ranged herself 
firmly and unequivocally on the’ side 
of the Central Powers, from which in 
former timés she had learned so will- 
ingly;.and so much. 

Had Japan adopted soon enough 
suek an orientation in her foreign 


| put the “yellow peril” away in a cor- 
ner and joyfully welcomed into the 
circle of peacefully inclined nations 
the progressive Japanese nation, fhe 
“Prussians of the East.” Nobody 
regrets more than I that the “yellow 
peril’ bad not already lost its mean- 
ing when the crisis of 1914 arose. 
The experience derived from the 
World War may yet bring this about. 

Germany's joint action with France 


and Russia at Jhinonoseki was based | 


upon Germany’s’sitvation in Europe. 
Wedged in between on-marching Rus- 
sia, threatening Prussia’s frontier, 
and France, fortifying her borders 
anew with forts and groups of fort- 
resses, confronted with a friendship 
between these two nations resembling 
an alliance. Berlin looked with anx- 
iety into the future. “The warlike 
preparations of the two powers were 
far ahead of ours, their navies far 
more modern and powerful than the 
German navy, which consisted of a 
few old ships almost without fighting 
value. Therefore it seemed to us wise 
to acquiesce in the suggestion of this 
strong group, in order that it might 
not—should we decline—turn imme- 
diately to England and cause the en- 
try of the latter into the combina- 
tion. This would have meant the 
formation, at that time, of the com- 
bination of 1914, which would have 
been a serious matter for Gérmany. 
Japan, on the other hand, was about 


{to go over anyhow to England, in 


her sympathies. Moreover, Germany’s 
making common cavse with ithe Fran- 
co-Russian group offered the possi- 
bility of achieving gradually a more 
trusting and less strained relationship 
in Europe and of living side by side 
with our two neighbors there in more 
friendliness, as a result of the com- 
mon policy adopted in the Far East. 
The policy adopted by us at this junc- 
ture was. also consistently based on 
the maintenance of world péace. 

In the entire Kiao-Chau question, 
‘Prince Hohenlohe, despite his age, 
‘evinced a capacity for sticking stead- 
ily to his purpose and a degree of 
resolution which must be réckoned 
as greatly to his credit.

a, branch railway should be built. via 
Tabora, and that German material 
should be used in the construction 
work on German terrifory.

Moreover, the constant quar- 
rels and disputes of the political 
parties with each other were dis 
agreeable to him, and it went against 
the grain with him to make speeches 
before them in the Reichstag. Equally 
disagreeable to bim was the press, 
part of which had taken the bit be- 
tween its teeth and imagined that it 
could conserve the Bismarck tradi- 
tion by quoting sayings by Bismarck, 
and-had greatly jeopardized relations 
with England, especially auring the 
Boer war.

suns of Prussia and Germany, in spite 
of the fact that he had not always 
made our task easy. 4 -ifgigted upon 
hurrying back from my trip to Nor- 
way in order to pay ‘honor to him 
who, as a faithful servant of his old 
master, had helped the German na 
tion to unity, and under whom |.

It is said that one of rhe reasons 
why Prince Hohenlohe ‘retired from 
his post was the advice ‘of’ hia son 
Alexander, whe was .wuch at his 
father’s house; he waé xuown in sv- 
ciety as “the crown pfince,” and was 
essentially different from ‘his lovable 
father. 

Prince Hohenloke could look back 
upon a series of successés dyring his 
term as chancellor; the overeoming 
of the disputes concerning the “Citi- 
zens’ Book: of Laws,” the reform of 
the military punishment procedure.

Wireless Power Circuits Not 
Impossible, Says Steinmetz, 
Electrical Wizard. 


“Will power ever be transmitted by 
radio?’ 

In answering this question put to 
him by Brewster S. Beach in an in- 
terview for Nation's Business, the 
famous electrical engineer, Dr. 
Charles Proteus Steinmetz, has this 
to say: 

“Means may, and perhaps will, be 
develeped,”’ he said, “to send out en- 
efgy broadcast by wireless, just as 
we now broadcast speech, and to pick 
up this enarex anywhere. 

“This will be dependent on our 
ability to prevent waste of the energy 
when not being used At present, 
radio waves are abscrbed in space as 
they travel outward from the gener- 
ating source. They get weaker and 
weaker as they getdarther and far- 
ther away. If we could generate pow: 


generate powerful ectric currents 
for wire distribution, and insure no 
appreciable waste of currenf“until the 
switch is closed and the circuit com- 
pleted, why should we not fill the air 
with this energy which would always 
be ready for instant use any where 
within the radius of the generating or 
energy broadcasting station? 

“Electricity is always at our sery- 
ice at the end of a wire. . The gener- 
ating apparatus keeps on going, but 
the current is not used until the con- 
Sumer closes the switch. The energy, 
however, is not wasted. Once we are 
able to work out a similar system for 
wireless we can have broadcasting 
stations constantly supplying energy 
for every need, ready to, be picked up 
as occasion requires it. 

“But think of the tremendous waste 
in wireless energy now. It flows ouf 
into space and is gone: it is only put 
to use in scattered receiving stations. 
Once we can stop this waste—devise,

“Possibly, but I hardly think so in 
a practical way,” replied the doctor. 
“The transmission of sound and the 
transmission of vision differ so radi- 
eally that they eannot be judged by 
the same standards. In sound trans- 
mission, one sound may follow after 
another over the same wire. In vis- 
jon, we have to see everything at 
once. This would make necessary a 
multitude of wires, each carrying sim- 
ultaneously a portion of the pieture. 
No: a prediction of this today would 
be impracticable. T will not say. how- 
ever, that it is impossible,” he added. 


FLORIDA FRUIT ° 
SHIPMENTS BEGIN. 
SAYS BULLETIN 


Gainesville, Fla., September 50.— 
Movement of Florida citrus fruits has 
started on a small scale, according 
to the department of agriculture week- 
ly crop bulletin issued today. All 
citrus are reported ripening nicely, 
harvesting of the crors is making good 
laemereds. Excessive rains have dain- 
aged truck crops in south Florida and 
are interfering with farming opera- 
tions. 

Fruit is site splitting from too 
much rain, but otherwise in good 
condition. | 

Interest in planting fruit continues 
in northwest Florida, with prepara- 
tions in progress for increased acre- 
age for oranges, pecans and peaches. 

Harvesting of field crops is in prog- 
ress except where held up by rains. 
Yields are running light but quality 
is generally good. Bulk of the corn 
has been gathered and practically all 
of the cotton —_ 

Sugar cane and late sweet potatoes 
are showing improvement. The pea- 
nut crop is short and velvet beans 
somewhat below usual condition. 

Heavy rains have damaged truck 
crops with considerable loss of acre- 
age planted in parts of south Florida. 
Strawberry planting continues,, a 
though the bulk of the crop has 
set. Seed beds for cabbage, lotticns, 
etc., are in good condition through 
central Florida. 

Condition of live stock has dropped 
during past two weeks. Pasture is 
flooded in parts of south Florida and 
is needing more rain in extreme north- 
west Florida. Stock on cultivated 
pasture, grazing crops, etc., is in good 
Condition but sales are reported light.

To this latter class the fol- 
lowing points will be of assistance ip 
selecting sets and parts: | 

Trade only at reputable stores. 

Buy only reputable goods, prefer- 
ably those having the name of the 
maker on them. 

Insist on baving every part tested 
before leaving the store. in the cuse 
of tubes this means more than mere- 
ly attaching the-proper prongs to a 
six-volt battery to eee that the fila- 
ment is, intact. It means that the 
tubes should be tried out in a set that 
is aetually in operation. 

Arrange with the seller that any 
part found unsatisfactory may be ex- 
changed or the amount paid refunded. 
All stores with a solid backing will 
readily agree to this. 

Don’t shop with a dolar in our 
band. Watch the quality of the goods. 
Cheap goods give cheap results, first, 
last always. Pay a little more and 
get the tubes, phones, tuning units 
an other accessories that have made 
a name for themselves. 

It is dangerous to pay too little for 
complete sets. Cheap transformers 
are useless. Poor design is fatal. 
Disorderly arrangement of parts is 
sure to prove disappointing. If you 
buy a complete set, but one with 4 
confidence that tells you that you 
will never have to open the cabinet 
unless you so desire, 

Buy a set that you can eventually 
expand into your ideal outfit, what- 
ever that may be. 

And lastly—when you shop—take 
someone along who knows the game 
from aerial to variOmeter. If you do 
that you can have no regrets. 


A Crystal Set 
With Fixed Point 
Is Not Reliable 


Despite Trouble of Adjust- 
ing Crystal, It Is Better 
Than Broken Set. 


lf you, like many others, have 
had the exasperating experience of 
having to tickle the crystal in your 
detector with the eatwhisker for a 
half an houd before finding a sensi- 
tive spot and then having sowe- 
one’s elbow knock it out of place, 
you will agree tbat some sort of 
crystal detector with a permanent ad- 
justment .would be most welcome. 

Audion or vacuunt tube detecturs 
are comparatively expensive and 
for that reason many people must 
do without them. ‘Their stability, huw- 
ever, is worth the additional cost. 
Crystal detectors are very cheap, but 
are usually a source of trouble on ac- 
count of the difficulty of setting them 
in adjustment. This does not apply 
to all erystal detectors, for sometimes 
you may get a crystal detector that 
will hold its adjustment for a week ut 
a time, and when it does tose its sen- 
sitiveness it may be placed in. a re- 
céiving state again in a few moments. 
If possible, it is best to experiment 
with a number of detectors, for some 
are much easier to adjust than others. 

There are several crystal deteetors 
on the market that are advertised as 
having a permanent” adjustment. 
These should be looked on with sus- 
picion, for no crystal detector has 
come to notice that could maintain a 
permanent adjustment and _ still he 
very sensitive. Some detectors are 
made with sealed points—having the 
cat-whisker sealed to a sensitive spot 
on the crystal. These may be very 
sensitive and work quite satifactorily 
for a short time, but when an extra 
strong signal or a burst of static 
comes through the point will be burnt 
off and the sensitive spot lost. The 
only thing you can do in this case is 
to throw the whole detector, or. the 
crystal unit way. 

If you must ugg a crystal detector 
the best thing to is to buy one of a 
good make and rely on your skill to 
get the best results out if. You will 
find this method is much more satis- 
factory.

“The democratic party in 
case,” the statement said, “offers a 
candidate whose private life, public 
career, ability-and general equipment 
command the respect and deserve the 
support of the people. In some states 
the republicans have nominated cap- 
didates for the United States senate. 
This is so in Florida and in Texas, 
they attempted to make a nomination 
in Texas by a convention, although 
the law of Texas provides that sucb 
nomination shall be made only by 
primary and the authorities have 
therefore held there is no regularly 
nominated republican candidate for 
the United States senate in Texas. 
In Virginia the republicans have not 
as vet made a nomination.” 

The statement further asserted that 

“while the democrats have recogni 
the women of the United States by 
the nomination of two able and pub- 
licgspirited women leaders for the 
United States senate, in Washington 
Mrs. Jessie J. Hooper and in Minne- 
sota Mrs. Anna D. Oleson—-the re- 
publican party uas failed to recognize 
the women,” 

Announcement was made tonight by 
the democratic pational committee 
that Mrs. Emily Newell Blair, who 
has been in charge of organization 
work among the demorcratie women 
of the country, had been designated 
by Chairman Hull ns an additional 
vice chairman of the democratic na 
tional committee. :

A well contructed 
and properly designed phone, for 
radio use, will generally be most sen- 
sitive if wound with enough wire to 
indicate a resistance of from 2,000 to 
v,000 ohms. 

A condenser to be shunted across 
the phones to afford a by-pass for 
radio frequency currents, should: have 
a capacity of from .002 to .003 micro- 
farads, or simply mfd. The grid con- 
denser should be about .005 mfd,. 
while the grid leak should have a 
resistance of about 1 megohm.. These 
last two figures will vary with differ- 
ent tubes. 

Variable condensers for general tun- 
ing purposes can well have a capacity 
of .001 mfd. If a lower range is de- 
sired you can use a .005 -mfd. con- 
denser, and if a greater range , is 
needed you can use one of .0015. mfd. 

Ordinary dry cells give a voltage of 
1 1-2, so if you wish to use such cells 
ty light ‘your tube filament you will 
have to connect four of them in series. 

Storage battery cells normally give 
a voltage of 2. Three such cells in 
series are necessary to give 6 volts,

Tubes Will Chart 


Floor of Ocean 


New Device Plumbs Ocean 
Depths by Recording Echo 
of Explosions. 


From the naval experiment station 
ut Anngpokis has come intcresting re- 
ports of a device ‘perfected there for 
charting the hills and valleys of the 
ocean floors. Vacuum tubes of the 
radio type play a large part in these 
delicate operations. 

The invention is based on the sound 
detectors developed during the war 
for the detection of submerged sub- 
marines, except that in the present 
instance both noise source and de- 
tector are installed in the ship itself. 

In determining the depth of the 

ocean at any spot an explosive charge 
is set off on the hull of th2 ship. The 
noise travels to the ocean bed, where 
it rebounds and returns to the ship. 
‘On the ship a sensitive detector picks 
up the reverberation and passes it to 
a series of vacuum tubes where the 
weak sound vibrations are tremen- 
dously amplified and made audible to 
the listeners. , 
_ Knowing the speed of sound waves 
in water and measuring the time 
elapsing between the report and the 
receipt of the returned signal the 
depth of the water under the ship 
can be determined within a fraction of 
1 per cent. 

This ingenious mechanism was in- 
vented by Harvey C. Hayes, who was 
one of the three scientists called by 
the government to derive means for 
combating the submarine menace.

Maniac 
Now Suspected

New Brunswick, N. J., ‘September 
30.—A murderous maniac killed the 
Re-. Edward Wheeler Hall, and Mrs. 
Eleanor Mills, choir singer of. the 
Church of St. John The Evangelist, 
in the belief of investigators. 

The man suspecte@ of the murder, 
is under surveillance, it was learned. 
Half a dozen detectives are watching 
him. Prosecutors stated that his name 
had not been mentioned ip the case 
heretofore. 

Why his arrest is delayed, was not 
explained, as if was stated the clue 
connecting him with crime had de- 
veloped suffigiently to warrarft tae 
ing him jnto custody. 

No Blood on Clothing. 

Evidences that Mrs. Mills and the 
clergyman were 
with a homicidical mania, a veritable 
fiend, were found in the examina- 
tion of the woman's body. The slayer 
after shooting her. to death<tried to 
hack off her head with a pen knife. 
This was attempted some time after 
death as no blood from the cut stain- 
ed her clething. Another theory 1s 
that she was siain while nude, and 
that this accounts for the fact that 
her clothing was not bloodstained 
But a hunt for the house where such 
a tragedy could have occurred had 
been in vain. 

As reconstructed by investigators, 
the crime was as follows 

The slayer stalked his prey among 
the trees of the wooded park adjoin- 
ing the abandoned Phillip’s farm, 
where the bodies were found. He 
onened fire at short range, killing 
bath. Then he dragged the corpses 
to a Knoll under a crab apple tree, 
and there after having searched Hall's 
clothes and taken money ang watch 
—in a crafty effort to make robbery

‘Abrams of San francisco, who was 
asked to make private bleod tests to 
determine whether Prof. John P. Tier- 
nan or Harry Poulin, of South Bend, 
Ind., is the father of Mrs. Tiernan’s 
ore tg child, claims his test is infal- 
hible. 

The three fundamental laws of the 
theory which determine the parentage 
of a person are based on the fact that 
the biood of a child resinates in unisgn 
with that of the father, that the 
child’s blood shows the same racial 
characteristics and in the same pro- 
portion as the father’s and when put 
en a photographic plate the blood forms 
the same figures as that of the par- 
ent, 

No blood tests of eases taken to 
court will be made by Dr. Abrams 
unless he is requested by the court 
to do so in public. 

How Test Is Made. 

Explanation of how the __ test 
made was given by the San Francisco 
physician as follows: 

“Take the blood of a child. It 
will soon form little figures, for in- 
stance, a circle and a triangle. Then 
take the blood of the mother. Say it 
forms the circle, Eliminating this 
form, we take the blood of the man; 
if he is the father, his blood will 
shape itself into triangles.” 

In the interest of developing the 
theory and making it acceptable, Dr, 
Abrams is on his way to New York, 
where he will work several tests, He 
has been called, from coast to coast 
to use his tests-as evidence in sex 
trials, so that his theory is taking 
‘a firm hold on the medieal world. 

Other Honors. 

Not only has the doctor been famed 
in his exploits in determining parent- 
age, but development of the electronic 
theory to medicine is acc recited to him. 
Believing that the body is made up 
of charges of electricity as any other 
material, the _2pplication of electron: 
medicine as a step ‘in the progress of 
disease prevention rather than cure 
finding-is another of Dr. Abrams’ dis 
coverieg,

Every 
person who gave time and thought to 
this tter did so unselfishly. Their 
purpose was .to serve the inter- 
ests of Atlanta as a whole. Though 
many compromises had to be made 
by each division ‘of tnterests, the final 
draft‘ was good, and stil] is. There 
is only one trouble with it as finally 
enacted—it is not enforced. 

Publife Ignorant of Law. 

The lack. of enforcement of the 
law ig not wholly, and probably not to 
any great extent, to be blamed upon 
the police department. It would re- 
quire more than .a thousand patrol- 
men to enforce the traffic regulations 
now incorporated in the various city 
ordinances. The great difficulty is 


. 


found in the fact that the pnblie is 


largely ignorant of the regulations. 


It is not that Atlantans have a con- 
tempt for the law. nor that they wish 
to défy it. The car owner simply 
does not know where and when he may 
park. ‘There are no signs on the 
streets nor the corners to indicaté 
whether parking is permitted. What 
few signs there are were erected sev- 


‘ 
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eral years ago.and are not in as much 
as 10 per cent of the cases in accord- 
ance with the ordinances now in force. 
This fact was mentioned in this de- 
partment of The Constitution several 
months ago, with a photograph of 
one of these incorrect parking signs.

If some such sys- 
tem of signs were adopted it would

Many methods of marking . the 
streets have been made. The one 
that probably would be of the greatest 
good was suprested by a Constitution 
reader moré than a year ago. Brief- 
ly, this suggestion was to paint the 
curbstones different colors, and ac- 
quaint the public through the press 
and lamp post signs just what park- 
ing regulations each particular color 
represented. If this or some other 
method were adopted parking viola- 
tions would be so reduced that the 
police force could make cases against 
the violators and the parking situation 
would rapidly take care of itself. 


The Constitution is today publish- 
ing a map showing where and when 
parking is permitted in the down- 
town section. This map was pre- 
pared by Lon Credelle, a prominent 
member of many civic bodies. and one 
of the best known and largest auto- 
motive equipment dealers in the south- 
east. This map, if pasted on one’s 
windshield, may look unsightly, but it 
will prevent one from breaking the 
law unknowingly and will probahlv 
save a good many from paying “five 
a 1 costs” into the city coffers.

I Milk 
Rigid Inspection 


Every Week Is “Safety 
Week” With City Bac- 
teriologist. 


BY J. H. REED. P 

For seven days recently Atlanta ob- 
served ‘Safety First Week.” But 
with some departments of the city 
government, every week is safety week. 
And one of these is that of the milk 
inspection. ! 

Atlanta employs two men who do 
nothing but inspect dairies, and three 
whose sole duty is to inspect milk. 
And the milk inspection is no light 
task at that. Sixteen thousand five 
hundred gallons of milk come into 
Atlanta every day—6,500 gallons from 
local dairies, and 10,000 gallons from 
points outside the city. ~° 

Milk sold at wholesale comes in 
mos bottles, with ice in the outer com- 
partment. This keeps it:at the re- 
quired temperature of 50 degrees Fah- 
renheit until it is put on the market, 
Atlanta has no regular milk trains as 
yet, the supply at loca) points being 
insufficient to warrant the use of re- 


.| frigerated cars. 


Take Temperature. 


As soon as the milk is unloaded at 
the city’s terminals, the temperature 
of each can is taken, and a sample 
secured for further inspection. If the 
temperature is below 50 degrees, the 
milk is returned to the producer, as 
a low temperature is required to pre- 
vent the growth of bacteria. But jf 
the temperature is all right the sam- 
ple is taken to the city hall for further 
analysis, 

There the inspector tests it for wa- 
ter. If it contains more than 8&8 per 
cent water, the chances are that the 
dairyman has been using the old fam- 
ily pump on it—and out goes that 
shipment. If it contains more than 
100,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter, 
it is too dirty, and must be returned. 
That sounds like a large number, but 
it isn’t. Milk sometimes contains as 
many as 20,000,000 bacteria.. And if 
it contains less than 3.6 per cent 
butter fat it can not be accepted. 
The city has ruled that good standard 
milk will contain that much—and it 
will accept nothing less. 

Food Laws. 

Finally the milk is tested for pre- 
servatives. Formaldehyde is the prin- 
cipal preservative found in milk. To 
detect this, the inspector takes a little 
milk in a test tube. Then he pours

The with- 
drawal of French and Italian troops from the Asiatic side of the straits 
and the refusal of Jugo-Slavia and Rumania, that is, of the Little En- 
tente, to take the British view of the situation, demonstrated that even 
the friction of an entente had vanished and the various nations of the 
continent not only resumed their own freedom of action, but tended 
to follow French rather than British leading.

This check Was, however, fatal. It 
compelled Greeve to maintain a gréat 
army over another winter, it put a 


strain upon Greek finances which they’ 
| could not bear. 


Moreover, it put a 
strain upon the army which , that 
force could not bear. Some of the 
Greek troops had been under arms 
since the fall of 1912, when the first 
Balkan war opened, they had been 
away from home for a full decade and 
they had been led to make the Angora 
drive under the impression that this 
would be the last task which would 
be required of them. In reality one 
of the explanations of the fall of 
Venizelos bad been the’ impression 
that Venizelos meant war and Con- 
stantine would bring peace, but Con- 
stantine had not brought peace. 

Just a year ago it began to be 
plain that the Greek bid had passed 
its maximum of strength and that 
either the British would vow have 
openly to support the Greeks with 
men as well as money and supplies 
or peace would have to be made and 
no peace was conceivable which did 
not involve the evacuation of Asia 
Minor by the Greeks and of Constan- 
tinople by the allies in addition, Kemal 
Pasha demanded Adrignople and Eu- 
ropean “Thrace right up to the Maritza 
river, which comes down from Bul- 
garia and enters the Aegean just north 
of the western end of the Gallipoli 
peninsula. 

Precisely these terms were presented 


At that time there was general agree- 
ment that the Greeks would have to’ 
retire from Asia, but there was still | 
support for his claims to Adrianople | 
and eastern Thrace. But the agree- 
ments made at Paris had no real ef- 
fect for Kemal rejected them. Mean- | 
time Paris was advising London that | 
Greek disaster was only a question | 
of time and that peace in the Near 
East was obtainable only by making 
terms with Kemal. Britain. more- 
over, was rejecting the advice. 
Finally, a little more than a month 
ago, the Greeks formally announced 
their annexation of Smyrna and the 
surrounding district and at the same 
time threatened to send their troops 
into Constantinople if the Turks re- 
fused to make peace and to recognize ; 
Hellenic possession of Thrace and of 
Smyrna. This proved to be the sig- 
nal for speedy ruin.

But the British attempt to make 
the ‘Turkish affair a matwer of com- 
mon concern failed completely, The 
French were not prepared to invite 
attack on. Syria ‘and insurrection in 


north Africa simply to insure British 


domination at the-straits ur to prevent 
Turkish possession of Adrianople and 
eastern Thrace. The Italians were 
sintilarly resolved to avoid religious 
trouble in Tripoli and saw with eqna- 
nimity a further redaction of Greek 
territory on the European e¢ontinent. 

Both France and Italy were agreed 
that the principle of the freedom of 
the straits should be maintained, but 
they totally disagreed with the Brit- 
ish view of how it should be main- 
trained. They saw that if the defenses 
of the straits were dem‘lished an 
Turkey forbidden to fortify. then the 
British fleet, supreme in Europe, 
would in reality dominute the straits. 
Accordingly Italy and France prefer- 
red either Turkish occupation under 
ecrtain guarantees or tra ssfer to the 
league of nations, which shonld have 
an international garrison n»ssicned to 
ite orders for the purpose of guarding 
the straits. 

But in fact, while the French and 
the Italiane did lip service to. the 
doctrine of the freedom of the straite. 
both preferred Turkish to British eon 
trol and both nerceived that thie was 
the alternative. Moreover. hoth the 
French and Ttalianas were prepared 
fo agree to Turkish ocenpation of 
Thrace, which meant lettine Turkev

The smoke’s screen has still not lift- 
ed entirely from the recent meeting of 
the Georgia legislature, and so it is 
only gradually that the laws made by 


that/ august body are being -outlined 
aginst the same old blue sky. Hach 
day some law is looming up which 
proves a surprise to the lawmakers 
themselves that they did it. 

None is more remarkable than the 
amendment as to payment of poll tax 
which was passed on August 21. 

Tt says that only those female in- 
habitants who register shall pay poll 
tax. That all female inhabitants who 
have registered and do not wish to pay 
poll tax can apply to the tax collector, 
have their. names removed from the 
registration list, secure a certificate 


frem the tax collector that their names 
‘have been removed and be exempted 


rom paying tax. That all female in- 
habitants who register must bay lj 
tax from the time they were eligible 
to registration. That those who have 
their names removed can have them 
replaced by paying poll tax. 

This is in the book of instructions 
issued by the comptroller general to 
the tax collectors and just in their 
hands. ;
